CHINESE URGED TO TAKE 
THE BEST: OF IT,

Shanghai, Aug. 6. 

Dean Walter Williams, head of 
the Missouri School of Journalism, 
at a luncheon given by the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce and allied 
vodies appealed.to the Chinese to 
refrain from slavishly copying the 
worst elementa of Western civiliaa- 
tion, but rather to take the best 
of foreign culture, supplementing 
it to the Chinese. :

order to perpetuate itself in power 
at any cost, seems to be risking 
either the rise’ of the Communists

The first 
and second defendants were 
netually taken to the Station on 
one occasion and warned against 
erenting n disturbance in the yard,
